Austria's demand upon Servin for the 


punishment of uli the accomplices in 
the murder of the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand and the suppression of nil 
the societies which have fomented re- 
bellion In Bosnia is the climax of a. 
Ions time disagreement between the 
two countries. 


The demands of Austria upon Servia 


are based in part on the confession of 
Nedeljo Gabriuovics, who throw the 
bomb at the archduke on June 28, 
shortly before Gnbrio Prinzip shot' 
him. 
Gabrinovlos said that he had 


formed in Belgrade a conspiracy with 
Prinzip and four others to kill the 
archduke. One of the four, a Belgrade 
student named Grabes, has been ar- 
rested, but the others are still at large. 


The Pan-Servian union la the society 


aimed at in the ultimatum. This or- 
ganization aspires to unite the entire 
Servian race. 


Long at Odds. 


The feeling between the two nations, 


however, goes back much further, says 
the New York Times. Only a minor- 
ity of the Servian race live In Servia 
, and the Macedonian territory recently 


•won from the Turks. 
Montenegro is 


Inhabited by people ethnically and lin- 
guistically the same; so are Bosnia 
and Herzegovina; so Is much of the 
hinterland of Dalrnatia and large dis- 
tricts) In Hungary. 
In other words, a 


hundred years ago part of the Servian 
race was subject to Turkey and part 
to the Hupsbnrg monarchy. The part 
under Turkish domination has won its 
freedom; the other has not. 


Bosnia and the Herzegovina rose 


against Turkey in 187<>, as did Servia 
propel-. 
Af'er the congress of Ber- 


lin had settled the Balkan question in 
1878 these two countries, so far from 
receiving their freedom, were handed 
over to Austria, though remaining un- 
der nominal Turkish suzerainty. They 
promptly revolted, and were subdued 
only after four years of guerilla war- 
fare. Ever since then there has been 


of occupation has been maintained. 


Austria spent large sums on public 


Improvements and felt that she had a 
property interest In the territory. When, 
therefore, the Turkish constitntlonal 
revolution in 1908 led to a call for rep- 
resentatives to come to a parliament 
from all pnrts of the empire, includ- 
ing Bosnia and the Herzegovina, Aus- 
tria had a good excuse for announcing 
the annexation of these countries. 
Servla protested violently, and was 
backed by Russia, but Germany's sup- 
port of Austria led to the withdrawal 
of the opposition of the Slav powers 
and the annexation was completed. 


Servia Aroused. 


This inflamed the feeling of the Ser- 


vians, which the promise of an autono- 
mous diet fr>r the two provinces did 
nothing to allay. Austria's ambitions 
still looked toward the ultimate acqui- 
sition of Salonlki, and Servian and 
Turkish territory lay squarely in the 
way. The first Balkan war made the 
situation more acute, for Servian troops 
easily conquered western Macedonia 
and forced their way through Albania. 


Tbe/j Austrian diplomacy won an- 


other victory. 
In the conferences of 


the powers which followed the war 
Montenegro was deprived of Scutari, 
and Servia was compelled to withdraw 
her troops from Albania. 


The Servian victories In the second 


Balkan war were largely neutralized 
by the fact that Austria seized the oc- 
casion to occupy the Sanjak of Novl 
Bazar, a strip of territory between 
Montenegro and Servia which belong- 
ed to Turkey till the war of 1012, thus 
thrusting herself in befween the Ser- 
vians and their Montenegrin kinsmen. 
And so another blow was dealt to the 
unification of the Serbs, which. If ever 
carried tt rough, would cut off the en- 
tire southwestern corner of the Hops- 
burg empire. 


Since then a strong army has been 


at all times maintained by Austria 
within striking distance of the Servian 
frontier.

Valuable an a Flavoring, Where It Is 


Not Desired in Quantity—As a 


Sherbet—Proper Method 


of Drying. 


Mint in Soups, Salads and Vegeta- 


bles.—Cucumber salad, or an apple 
and celery salad, is greatly improved 
by a sprinkle of fine, chopped mint 
leaves. Just a suspicion of mint with 
cooked peas, or a cream of pea or po- 
tato soup, is a great addition to a lamb 
or veal salad. 


Mint Jelly.—This is also an approved 


accompaniment for lamb or mutton. 
To make it pour a pint of boiling wa- 
ter over a bunch of fresh bruised mint 
leaves and simmer gently ten or fif- 
teen minutes; strain, and to a pint of 
the hot liquid allow one package of 
currant, lemon or any of the quick 
process acid Jellies or hall a package 
of gelatin soaked half an hour in cold 
water to dissolve; add sugar to sweet- 
en and lemon juice to make acid as 
desired. 
Stir until thoroughly dis- 


solved, then set away to cooL As it 
begins to stiffen stir In two table- 
spoonfuls of capers, pour into 
one 


good^sized mold or tiny Individual 
ones and set away to harden. When 
cold and firm turn out and' garnish 
with tiny sprigs of fresh mint 


Mint Vinegar.—Put crushed mint, 


leaves in a wide-mouthed bottle, then 
fill up with good cider vinegar. In 
three weeks pour off clear into another 
bottle. This is fine for flavoring pur- 
poses when fresh mint cannot be had, 
and almost a sure cure for a headache 
when bound upon the forehead. 


Currant-Mint Sauce for Game.—Sep- 


arate a glass of currant jelly into 
pieces, but do not break; add two ta- 
blespoons of fine chopped mint leaves 
and the thin shavings from the yellow 
rind of a half orange. 


Mint Sherbet.—Bruise a heaping cup 


01 mint leaves slightly, pour over them 
a pint of boiling water and steep, cov- 
ered, for 20 minutes. 
Add a cup of 


sugar and the grated yellow rind or 
the juice o£ a lemon, cover again and 
leave until cold. Strain and pour into 
the freezer can, pack with equal quan- 
tities of salt and ice and freeze to a 
mushlike consistency. Scrape off the 
sides and dasher and cover until ready 
to serve. For state occasions this same 
sherbet may be enriched by adding the 
juice of three oranges, the 
same 


amount of pineapple juice and when 
half frozen the \vhites of two eggs 
beaten stiff, 
A wineglass of any pre- 


ferred wine may also be added if de- 
sired. 


In Drying Mint.—In drying any of 


the mint family for \vlnler use, pick 
buforo blossoming tir.ie, hang in the 
garret heads down or on ^sheets of pa- 
per spread on the lloor of an unused 
room. When quite dry put into paper 
bags again with heads down, fasten 
tightly and suspend from a beam for 
future reference. 


salt, wet with a little cold water, add 
one-half cup sugar and stir constantly 
till thick. Let It cook (in double boiler) 
while beating the whites of two eggs 
to a stiff froth, then pour the hot mix- 
ture onto the eggs, stirring briskly till 
all white Is out of sight. Serve cold 
custard sauce made with yolks of two 
eggs, two heaping tablespoons of sugar, 
one even tablespoon of sifted pastry 
flour, one-fourth teaspoon of salt and 
one pint of hot milk. Cook till thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. 


Tomato Timbale. 


Boil half a* pound of macaroni 2t) 


minutes, strain It, and cut Into lengths 
which will flt a plain round mold; 
line the mold with it, arranging the 
top by bending the macaroni In a 
spiral form. 
Fill this mold with a 


mixture made of one pound of toma- 
toes, one pound of mushrooms and a 
quarter-pound of grated cheese, all 
pounded together with four ounces of 
butter and the yolk of an egg, season 
with a little salt and red pepper. Put 
a paper round the mold and steam for 
one hour. Turn out and serve with 
a thick gravy, or tomato sauce, round. 
This makes an excellent first course 
dish 1'or luncheon.

FREIGHT RATES ADVANCE. 
Western railroads win in their plea 


for an advance of five per cent, in 
freight rate charges. 
The interstate 


commerce commission on Saturday 
granted the increase, which will be of 
benefit to the railroads west of Pitts- 
burgh and Buffalo. The eastern roads 
were eliminated from the boon grant- 
ed by the commission, although two 
members of the commission expressed 
the opinion that all roads should re- 
ceveie the same treatment given to 
the western roads. 


The greatest traffic-producing terri- 


tory is that traversed by the railroad 
lines east of Pittsburgh. 
That these 


lines were refused the benefits con- 
ferred upon the western roads is re- 
gretted by the people of Pennsylvania. 
Most of the big railroad companies 
past of Pittsburg have made the plea 
that they should be allowed to in- 
crease their freight 
rates in order 


that they might make important im- 
provements along their lines. 
This 


work will not now be done, much to 
the injury of the cities and towns 
which would have been the beneficiar- 
ies of the companies' expenditures.

Villa's scouts were marching 011 to 
Saltillo tho federals met them at Pure- 
don, Ofteen miles Mnith, with one of 
their hoa\ie^t n miles In that \lclnlty. 
After the attack Villa dlscxnored tha 
he was outnumbered by tbonsaud 
and foresaw defeat unlost, he could it. 
sort to mustprful measureu 
After th 


fight ha<l progressed an hour or two h. 
summoned smenty-nve of his mounte( 
soldiers and ordered them to cut down 
a goodly quantity of mesquite trees 
which grow in bush form 
Those he 


ordered tied to the horses and started 
his men riding through dpsort vantage 
points. The purpose of this was ti 
create the Impression In ttie federa 
ranks by raising great clouds of dust 
that he was being heavily re-enforced 
and In this hp was highly successful. 


Outwitted and apprehensive, the fe 


erals thereupon retreated to Saltillo 
and reported the coming of Villa's 
troops with re-en forcemeats. In their 
haste to evacuate the city they had no 
time to set off mines to accomplish Ita 
destruction, as had been their purpose. 
But they did burn the large Casino, the 
finest In Mexico. 


The result of this ctever plan of tne 


resourceful Villa was that his forces 
walked unmolested Into Saltillo, and 
the rebel commander split his sides 
laughing over the success of his ruse. 


Ate by His Wit. 


At Torreon I had an amusing experi- 


ence In satisfying the wants of the In- 
ner man. 
I was unable to make the 


Mexican waiter understnrd by word of 
mouth what 1 wished to eat, so I re- 
sorted to my pencil and drew n picture 
of a hen laying an egg and another pic- 
ture of a hog. He laughed heartily 
and understood thnt I wanted ham and 
eggs. When these were set before mo 
they were about as big as a silver dol- 
lar and cost me GO cents American 
money. 


On my first trip to Zacatecaa, before 


the bloodiest battle of the revolution, I 
hnd a spectacular ride on a handcar 
to my destination 
This handcar was 


propelled by four peons who had been 
directed by Genera! Villa to take me 
wherever I wished to go. We started 
out at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, riding 
all night through mountains Infested 
with wild animals and all the next 
day. 
The handcar had an acetylene 


lamp for a headlight, and frequently 
during the slow and tiresome journey 
I would espy the blazing green eyes 
of n wildcat or the grent red eyes of n 
wolf as the beast crouched on the 
tracks directly in our path, fascinated 
by the glare of the light. More than 
once I thorn lit v;o should hit one of 
the animals, but thoj :>h\'ivs scamper- 
ed off into Hie blackness of the night

made to parliament by Foreign Secre- 
tary Gray today. 


Fifty thousand persons surged out- 


side of parlimaent before Sir Edward 


- Gray began his speech. Cheers greet- 


ed the statement that England would 
support France. 
However, Sir Ed- 


ward added that the program would 
have to have the aproval of parlia- 
"rnent. 
He concluded: 


"The policy of peace, so far as the 


great powers are concerned, has fail- 
ed." 


England Must Protect France. 


Sir Edward said he understood that 


the German parliament would be pre- 
pared, "if we can pledge neutrality, to 
agree that its fleet would not attack 
the northern coast of France." 
He 


declared that this is by far far too 


- 
narow a promise. 
"Conditions are 


becoming more serious every hour he 


'' 
said. 
It Belgium neutral ?. He added 


that the cabinet felt strongly that 
France is entitled to know immediate- 
ly whether she could depend on Eng- 
land in the event of Germany attack- 
ing her northern and western coatst. 
He urged that the crisis be aproached 
from the stand point of Brntishi nter- 
ests, honor and obligations. 


"Is England to leave the northern 


and western coasts of France abso- 
lutely at the mercy of 
Germany's 


fleet ?" Sir Edward concluded. 


British Fleet Ready. 


"Until yesterday," said Lord Gray, 


"England gave no promise to any 
country anything more than diploma- 
tic support. 
France is involved in 


the war under a definite alliance with 
Eussia, which canot 
apply 
in the 


same manner to England, which is not 
a party to the French and Russian al- 
liance. But if a foreign fleet comes 
down the English channel and bom- 
bards the French coasht, England 


*" could not stand aside.'' 


Grey then recited the 
appeal of 


Belgium's king asking England to 
safeguard Belgium territory. 
Ger- 


many, replying to England's interro- 
gation regarding Belgium's neutral- 
ity, refused to commit itself, said 
Grey, on the grounds that "it would 
disclose part of the plans of cam- 
paign." But, he added, if 
elgium's 


neutrality has been violated the situa- 
tion ia clear. 
The British fleet is

was defeated yesterday in a battle 
with a German squadron off an is 
land near here. 


The Russians put into the Gulf of 


Finland, where the vessels are lying 
•at anchor. 


Germany Declare War. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.—The Ger- 


man ambassador, in the name of his 
froveminent, sent to the Russian min- 
ister of foreign affairs at 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday nig-ht. a declaration of war. 


Germany's declaration of war pro- 


voked a wonderful demonstration of 
patriotic enthusiasm, when Count von 
Pourtales' notification was announced 
to the people of the capital. 


Saturday night the capita' present- 


ed a spectacle of extraordinary ani- 
mation. 
The Nevsky Prospect and 


al! the leading thoroug-hfares were 
filled with war-frenzied people, march 
inp in processions, carrying portraits, 
of the emperor, with flags waving and ' 
torches blazing. From time to time 
there was an outburst of cheering and 
singing. 


Speakers fired with patriotic fervor 


the crowds. 
In 
fiont 


of the Kazan cathedral each proces- 
sion halted and a sudden hush fell ov- 
er the processionists; then the strains 
of the national anthem, sung in per- 
fect harmony by a section of the pro- 
cession rose in the air, the crowds 
listening- silently with bared heads. 
Then the procession moved forward 
and the demonstrations were resumed 
with renewed aicjor. 


Excuse for the Declaration. 


Berlin, Aug. 3.—Germany's ultima- 


tum, sent to Russia Friday, saying 
that if Russia did not stop her mobi- 
lizing Germany would begin the mobi- 
lization of her army, expired at noon 
Saturday. 


This was officially announced by the 


government shortly after 
the time 


limit was reached. 
Later came the 


announcement that war had been de- 
clared at 7:30 P. 31. in St. Peteis- 
burg by the German ambassador. 


Emperor William signed an order 


mobilizing the German army at 5.15 
o'clock Saturday evening. 
Emperor William Addresses Crowd. 
Five thousand persons assembled in 


front of the palace late Saturday af- 
ternoon and cheered the emperor and 
the empire. During the demonstration 
Emperor William appeared in a win- 
dow and addressed his subjects as fol- 
lows: 


"A fateful hour has fallen for Ger- 


many. 
Envioss people everywhere 


are compelling us to our just de- 
fense. 
The sword has been forced 


into our hands. 


"I hope that if my efforts at the 


last hour do not succeed in bringing 
our opponents to see eye to eye with 
us and in maintaining the peace, we 
shall with God's help, so wield the 
sword that we shall restore it to its 
sheath again with honor. 


"War would demand of us an enor- 


mous sacrifice in property and life, 
but we should show our enemies what 
it means to provoke Germany. 
And 


now I commend you to God. Go to 
church and kneel before God and pray 
for his help for our gallant army." 


First Shots Fired. 


London, Aug. 3.—The first shots in 


the Russo-Germany war 
were ex- 


changed between patrols Saturday af- 
ternoon near Prostken, 120 miles to 
the southeast of Konigsberg. 


The only redeeming feature of the 


darkest prospect with which Europe 
has been faced for half a century is 
that Italy has declared her neutrality. 
But how long that neutrality can be 
maintained is an exceedingly debat- 
able question. 


Great Britain's position already has 


been defined by Premier Asquith in 
the British parliament. He declared 
that she is under no formal obliga- 
tion to go to the assistance ofFrance 
in the event of an European war. The 
British government, however, 
has 


made full preparations in both ser- 
vices for whatever may happen. 


The present position, therefore, is 


that Russia, France and Servia are 
arrayed on one side against Austria- 
Hungary and Germany on the other. 
How long the warfare will be confined 
to this plane, it is impossible to fore- 
tell; nor can it be foretold whether 
Belgium and Holland will be able to 
maintain 
their 
neutrality against 


their powerful neighbors, or whether 
Great Britain will find herself com- 
pelled to send an expedition force to 
attempt to preserve that neutrality. 


Turkey Ma> be Factor. 


Another factor, which as yet has 


not been given much consideration, is 
the attitude of Turkey, which, if she 
has sufficiently recovered from the 
effects of her late war with Italy may 
be able to throw considerable weight 
into the scale. 
It is generally un- 


derstood that Germany has an effec- 
tive understanding with Turkey which 
max lend to interesting developments. 


After it became known that Ger- 


many had declared v,ai, an incident 
nearly leading to a riot oicuncd in 
the West End of London. Two Ger- 
mans, on leaving a cafe in th<> vicin- 
ity of Leicester square, one of them 
carrying- an unsheated 
sword over 


his shoulder, were set upon by a 
group of Frenchmen irritated at the 
German's swashbuckler behavior. 
A 


large crowd joined in the fray, and 
but for the intervention of the po- 
lice, who hurried the Germans away 
the affair would have had seiious re- 
sults.

Ions time disagreement between the 
two countries. 


The demands of Austria upon Servia 


are based in part on the confession of 
Nedeljo Gabriuovics, who throw the 
bomb at the archduke on June 28, 
shortly before Gnbrio Prinzip shot' 
him. 
Gabrinovlos said that he had 


formed in Belgrade a conspiracy with 
Prinzip and four others to kill the 
archduke. One of the four, a Belgrade 
student named Grabes, has been ar- 
rested, but the others are still at large. 


The Pan-Servian union la the society 


aimed at in the ultimatum. This or- 
ganization aspires to unite the entire 
Servian race. 


Long at Odds. 


The feeling between the two nations, 


however, goes back much further, says 
the New York Times. Only a minor- 
ity of the Servian race live In Servia 
, and the Macedonian territory recently 


•won from the Turks. 
Montenegro is 


Inhabited by people ethnically and lin- 
guistically the same; so are Bosnia 
and Herzegovina; so Is much of the 
hinterland of Dalrnatia and large dis- 
tricts) In Hungary. 
In other words, a 


hundred years ago part of the Servian 
race was subject to Turkey and part 
to the Hupsbnrg monarchy. The part 
under Turkish domination has won its 
freedom; the other has not. 


Bosnia and the Herzegovina rose 


against Turkey in 187<>, as did Servia 
propel-. 
Af'er the congress of Ber- 


lin had settled the Balkan question in 
1878 these two countries, so far from 
receiving their freedom, were handed 
over to Austria, though remaining un- 
der nominal Turkish suzerainty. They 
promptly revolted, and were subdued 
only after four years of guerilla war- 
fare. Ever since then there has been 


of occupation has been maintained. 


Austria spent large sums on public 


Improvements and felt that she had a 
property interest In the territory. When, 
therefore, the Turkish constitntlonal 
revolution in 1908 led to a call for rep- 
resentatives to come to a parliament 
from all pnrts of the empire, includ- 
ing Bosnia and the Herzegovina, Aus- 
tria had a good excuse for announcing 
the annexation of these countries. 
Servla protested violently, and was 
backed by Russia, but Germany's sup- 
port of Austria led to the withdrawal 
of the opposition of the Slav powers 
and the annexation was completed. 


Servia Aroused. 


This inflamed the feeling of the Ser- 


vians, which the promise of an autono- 
mous diet fr>r the two provinces did 
nothing to allay. Austria's ambitions 
still looked toward the ultimate acqui- 
sition of Salonlki, and Servian and 
Turkish territory lay squarely in the 
way. The first Balkan war made the 
situation more acute, for Servian troops 
easily conquered western Macedonia 
and forced their way through Albania. 


Tbe/j Austrian diplomacy won an- 


other victory. 
In the conferences of 


the powers which followed the war 
Montenegro was deprived of Scutari, 
and Servia was compelled to withdraw 
her troops from Albania. 


The Servian victories In the second 


Balkan war were largely neutralized 
by the fact that Austria seized the oc- 
casion to occupy the Sanjak of Novl 
Bazar, a strip of territory between 
Montenegro and Servia which belong- 
ed to Turkey till the war of 1012, thus 
thrusting herself in befween the Ser- 
vians and their Montenegrin kinsmen. 
And so another blow was dealt to the 
unification of the Serbs, which. If ever 
carried tt rough, would cut off the en- 
tire southwestern corner of the Hops- 
burg empire. 


Since then a strong army has been 


at all times maintained by Austria 
within striking distance of the Servian 
frontier.

Valuable an a Flavoring, Where It Is 


Not Desired in Quantity—As a 


Sherbet—Proper Method 


of Drying. 


Mint in Soups, Salads and Vegeta- 


bles.—Cucumber salad, or an apple 
and celery salad, is greatly improved 
by a sprinkle of fine, chopped mint 
leaves. Just a suspicion of mint with 
cooked peas, or a cream of pea or po- 
tato soup, is a great addition to a lamb 
or veal salad. 


Mint Jelly.—This is also an approved 


accompaniment for lamb or mutton. 
To make it pour a pint of boiling wa- 
ter over a bunch of fresh bruised mint 
leaves and simmer gently ten or fif- 
teen minutes; strain, and to a pint of 
the hot liquid allow one package of 
currant, lemon or any of the quick 
process acid Jellies or hall a package 
of gelatin soaked half an hour in cold 
water to dissolve; add sugar to sweet- 
en and lemon juice to make acid as 
desired. 
Stir until thoroughly dis- 


solved, then set away to cooL As it 
begins to stiffen stir In two table- 
spoonfuls of capers, pour into 
one 


good^sized mold or tiny Individual 
ones and set away to harden. When 
cold and firm turn out and' garnish 
with tiny sprigs of fresh mint 


Mint Vinegar.—Put crushed mint, 


leaves in a wide-mouthed bottle, then 
fill up with good cider vinegar. In 
three weeks pour off clear into another 
bottle. This is fine for flavoring pur- 
poses when fresh mint cannot be had, 
and almost a sure cure for a headache 
when bound upon the forehead. 


Currant-Mint Sauce for Game.—Sep- 


arate a glass of currant jelly into 
pieces, but do not break; add two ta- 
blespoons of fine chopped mint leaves 
and the thin shavings from the yellow 
rind of a half orange. 


Mint Sherbet.—Bruise a heaping cup 


01 mint leaves slightly, pour over them 
a pint of boiling water and steep, cov- 
ered, for 20 minutes. 
Add a cup of 


sugar and the grated yellow rind or 
the juice o£ a lemon, cover again and 
leave until cold. Strain and pour into 
the freezer can, pack with equal quan- 
tities of salt and ice and freeze to a 
mushlike consistency. Scrape off the 
sides and dasher and cover until ready 
to serve. For state occasions this same 
sherbet may be enriched by adding the 
juice of three oranges, the 
same 


amount of pineapple juice and when 
half frozen the \vhites of two eggs 
beaten stiff, 
A wineglass of any pre- 


ferred wine may also be added if de- 
sired. 


In Drying Mint.—In drying any of 


the mint family for \vlnler use, pick 
buforo blossoming tir.ie, hang in the 
garret heads down or on ^sheets of pa- 
per spread on the lloor of an unused 
room. When quite dry put into paper 
bags again with heads down, fasten 
tightly and suspend from a beam for 
future reference. 


salt, wet with a little cold water, add 
one-half cup sugar and stir constantly 
till thick. Let It cook (in double boiler) 
while beating the whites of two eggs 
to a stiff froth, then pour the hot mix- 
ture onto the eggs, stirring briskly till 
all white Is out of sight. Serve cold 
custard sauce made with yolks of two 
eggs, two heaping tablespoons of sugar, 
one even tablespoon of sifted pastry 
flour, one-fourth teaspoon of salt and 
one pint of hot milk. Cook till thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. 


Tomato Timbale. 


Boil half a* pound of macaroni 2t) 


minutes, strain It, and cut Into lengths 
which will flt a plain round mold; 
line the mold with it, arranging the 
top by bending the macaroni In a 
spiral form. 
Fill this mold with a 


mixture made of one pound of toma- 
toes, one pound of mushrooms and a 
quarter-pound of grated cheese, all 
pounded together with four ounces of 
butter and the yolk of an egg, season 
with a little salt and red pepper. Put 
a paper round the mold and steam for 
one hour. Turn out and serve with 
a thick gravy, or tomato sauce, round. 
This makes an excellent first course 
dish 1'or luncheon.

Good evening! It is an evening like 


this that causes you to think of next 
winter's coal bill. 


He laughs at scars who lives five 


thousands miles from the seat of war. 


Whether the war in which all of 


the principal nations of Europe will 
be drawn will be long or short no one 
canp rediot. 
That while it lasts it 


will be bloody no one disputes. Thous- 
ands and hundreds of thousands of 
men will be killed leaving behind them 
sorowring wives, mothers and child- 
ren. 
Billions of dollars will be ex- 


pended by the nations in conducting 
the war, every dollar of which will be 
repaid by the people through taxa- 
tion. 


The present war is a crime against 


the people and a reflection upon the 
civilization of Europe. 
The alleg- 


ed casus belli was the assassination 
of an Austrian archduke by an an- 
archist in Servia. 
If every nation 


whose titled citizens have been killed 
by anarchists of other countries were 
to go to war in revenge Europe would 
be in a constant state of war. 
But 


Austria seized the slaying of Ferdi- 
nand as an excuse for going to war 
with Servia, and the other nations 
joined in the conflict for private rea- 
sons of their own. 


To the American citizen the war in 


Europe appears to be nothing more 
than an attempt of the rulers to gain 
temporary advantage at the expense 
of their subjects. 
The common peo-

FREIGHT RATES ADVANCE. 
Western railroads win in their plea 


for an advance of five per cent, in 
freight rate charges. 
The interstate 


commerce commission on Saturday 
granted the increase, which will be of 
benefit to the railroads west of Pitts- 
burgh and Buffalo. The eastern roads 
were eliminated from the boon grant- 
ed by the commission, although two 
members of the commission expressed 
the opinion that all roads should re- 
ceveie the same treatment given to 
the western roads. 


The greatest traffic-producing terri- 


tory is that traversed by the railroad 
lines east of Pittsburgh. 
That these 


lines were refused the benefits con- 
ferred upon the western roads is re- 
gretted by the people of Pennsylvania.

The purpose of this was ti 
create the Impression In ttie federa 
ranks by raising great clouds of dust 
that he was being heavily re-enforced 
and In this hp was highly successful. 


Outwitted and apprehensive, the fe 


erals thereupon retreated to Saltillo 
and reported the coming of Villa's 
troops with re-en forcemeats. In their 
haste to evacuate the city they had no 
time to set off mines to accomplish Ita 
destruction, as had been their purpose. 
But they did burn the large Casino, the 
finest In Mexico. 


The result of this ctever plan of tne 


resourceful Villa was that his forces 
walked unmolested Into Saltillo, and 
the rebel commander split his sides 
laughing over the success of his ruse. 


Ate by His Wit. 


At Torreon I had an amusing experi- 


ence In satisfying the wants of the In- 
ner man. 
I was unable to make the 


Mexican waiter understnrd by word of 
mouth what 1 wished to eat, so I re- 
sorted to my pencil and drew n picture 
of a hen laying an egg and another pic- 
ture of a hog. He laughed heartily 
and understood thnt I wanted ham and 
eggs. When these were set before mo 
they were about as big as a silver dol- 
lar and cost me GO cents American 
money. 


On my first trip to Zacatecaa, before

We started 
out at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, riding 
all night through mountains Infested 
with wild animals and all the next 
day. 
The handcar had an acetylene 


lamp for a headlight, and frequently 
during the slow and tiresome journey 
I would espy the blazing green eyes 
of n wildcat or the grent red eyes of n 
wolf as the beast crouched on the 
tracks directly in our path, fascinated 
by the glare of the light. More than 
once I thorn lit v;o should hit one of 
the animals, but thoj :>h\'ivs scamper- 
ed off into Hie blackness of the night 
Jtist in time to avoid being run down 
I did sume gteat shooting that night 
and fron \olps thnt followed my shots 
mnnj of them took effect

Wonderful Colony of Spiders. 


We came across many queer insects.

tary Gray today. 


Fifty thousand persons surged out- 


side of parlimaent before Sir Edward 


- Gray began his speech. Cheers greet- 


ed the statement that England would 
support France. 
However, Sir Ed- 


ward added that the program would 
have to have the aproval of parlia- 
"rnent. 
He concluded: 


"The policy of peace, so far as the 


great powers are concerned, has fail- 
ed." 


England Must Protect France. 


Sir Edward said he understood that 


the German parliament would be pre- 
pared, "if we can pledge neutrality, to 
agree that its fleet would not attack 
the northern coast of France." 
He 


declared that this is by far far too 


- 
narow a promise. 
"Conditions are 


becoming more serious every hour he 


'' 
said. 
It Belgium neutral ?. He added 


that the cabinet felt strongly that 
France is entitled to know immediate- 
ly whether she could depend on Eng- 
land in the event of Germany attack- 
ing her northern and western coatst. 
He urged that the crisis be aproached 
from the stand point of Brntishi nter- 
ests, honor and obligations. 


"Is England to leave the northern 


and western coasts of France abso- 
lutely at the mercy of 
Germany's 


fleet ?" Sir Edward concluded. 


British Fleet Ready. 


"Until yesterday," said Lord Gray, 


"England gave no promise to any 
country anything more than diploma- 
tic support. 
France is involved in 


the war under a definite alliance with 
Eussia, which canot 
apply 
in the 


same manner to England, which is not 
a party to the French and Russian al- 
liance. But if a foreign fleet comes 
down the English channel and bom- 
bards the French coasht, England 


*" could not stand aside.'' 


Grey then recited the 
appeal of 


Belgium's king asking England to 
safeguard Belgium territory. 
Ger- 


many, replying to England's interro- 
gation regarding Belgium's neutral- 
ity, refused to commit itself, said 
Grey, on the grounds that "it would 
disclose part of the plans of cam- 
paign." But, he added, if 
elgium's 


neutrality has been violated the situa- 
tion ia clear. 
The British fleet is

Germany Declare War. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.—The Ger- 


man ambassador, in the name of his 
froveminent, sent to the Russian min- 
ister of foreign affairs at 7:30 o'clock 
Saturday nig-ht. a declaration of war. 


Germany's declaration of war pro- 


voked a wonderful demonstration of 
patriotic enthusiasm, when Count von 
Pourtales' notification was announced 
to the people of the capital. 


Saturday night the capita' present- 


ed a spectacle of extraordinary ani- 
mation. 
The Nevsky Prospect and 


al! the leading thoroug-hfares were 
filled with war-frenzied people, march 
inp in processions, carrying portraits, 
of the emperor, with flags waving and ' 
torches blazing. From time to time 
there was an outburst of cheering and 
singing. 


Speakers fired with patriotic fervor 


the crowds. 
In 
fiont 


of the Kazan cathedral each proces- 
sion halted and a sudden hush fell ov- 
er the processionists; then the strains 
of the national anthem, sung in per- 
fect harmony by a section of the pro- 
cession rose in the air, the crowds 
listening- silently with bared heads. 
Then the procession moved forward 
and the demonstrations were resumed 
with renewed aicjor. 


Excuse for the Declaration. 


Berlin, Aug. 3.—Germany's ultima- 


tum, sent to Russia Friday, saying 
that if Russia did not stop her mobi- 
lizing Germany would begin the mobi- 
lization of her army, expired at noon 
Saturday. 


This was officially announced by the 


government shortly after 
the time 


limit was reached. 
Later came the 


announcement that war had been de- 
clared at 7:30 P. 31. in St. Peteis- 
burg by the German ambassador. 


Emperor William signed an order 


mobilizing the German army at 5.15 
o'clock Saturday evening. 
Emperor William Addresses Crowd. 
Five thousand persons assembled in 


front of the palace late Saturday af- 
ternoon and cheered the emperor and 
the empire. During the demonstration 
Emperor William appeared in a win- 
dow and addressed his subjects as fol- 
lows: 


"A fateful hour has fallen for Ger- 


many. 
Envioss people everywhere 


are compelling us to our just de- 
fense. 
The sword has been forced 


into our hands. 


"I hope that if my efforts at the 


last hour do not succeed in bringing 
our opponents to see eye to eye with 
us and in maintaining the peace, we 
shall with God's help, so wield the 
sword that we shall restore it to its 
sheath again with honor. 


"War would demand of us an enor- 


mous sacrifice in property and life, 
but we should show our enemies what 
it means to provoke Germany. 
And 


now I commend you to God. Go to 
church and kneel before God and pray 
for his help for our gallant army." 


First Shots Fired. 


London, Aug. 3.—The first shots in 


the Russo-Germany war 
were ex- 


changed between patrols Saturday af- 
ternoon near Prostken, 120 miles to 
the southeast of Konigsberg. 


The only redeeming feature of the 


darkest prospect with which Europe 
has been faced for half a century is 
that Italy has declared her neutrality. 
But how long that neutrality can be 
maintained is an exceedingly debat- 
able question. 


Great Britain's position already has 


been defined by Premier Asquith in 
the British parliament. He declared 
that she is under no formal obliga- 
tion to go to the assistance ofFrance 
in the event of an European war. The 
British government, however, 
has 


made full preparations in both ser- 
vices for whatever may happen. 


The present position, therefore, is 


that Russia, France and Servia are 
arrayed on one side against Austria- 
Hungary and Germany on the other. 
How long the warfare will be confined 
to this plane, it is impossible to fore- 
tell; nor can it be foretold whether 
Belgium and Holland will be able to 
maintain 
their 
neutrality against 


their powerful neighbors, or whether 
Great Britain will find herself com- 
pelled to send an expedition force to 
attempt to preserve that neutrality. 


Turkey Ma> be Factor. 


Another factor, which as yet has 


not been given much consideration, is 
the attitude of Turkey, which, if she 
has sufficiently recovered from the 
effects of her late war with Italy may 
be able to throw considerable weight 
into the scale. 
It is generally un- 


derstood that Germany has an effec- 
tive understanding with Turkey which 
max lend to interesting developments. 


After it became known that Ger- 


many had declared v,ai, an incident 
nearly leading to a riot oicuncd in 
the West End of London. Two Ger- 
mans, on leaving a cafe in th<> vicin- 
ity of Leicester square, one of them 
carrying- an unsheated 
sword over 


his shoulder, were set upon by a 
group of Frenchmen irritated at the 
German's swashbuckler behavior. 
A 


large crowd joined in the fray, and 
but for the intervention of the po- 
lice, who hurried the Germans away 
the affair would have had seiious re- 
sults.
